1, In order to adequately record the Tiirartime functions of Signal 
Security Agency for historical, planning and training purposes, it is 
requested that a motion picture bo produced bj'- the Army Pictorial Service 
of selected activities of t^is organization. The film will be for the 
exclusive use of Signal Seci^lty Agency and those persons specifically 
designated by the Assistant Chief of Staff, 0-2, 7/ar Department General 
Staff, 

2, Due to the nature of the subject, it will be necessary to 
classify the film as TOP SECjRIilT or SECRET. Only a limited number of 
properly cleared technicians should, therefore, be pemitted to work 
on this production. 

3, Since certain activities are now at maximum expansion, the 
project should begin in the near future. The person designated to 
supervise the production should consult Mr. T/illiam F, Friedman, Signal 
Security Agency to arrange details. 

4, Two copies of the film are desired, both to be delivered to 
Signal Security Agency upon completion of the project. During production, 
the film should not bo shoivn to anyone not cleared for the project or ap- 
proved by the Comruaiding Officer, Signal Security Agency. No copies Will 
be retained by the Army Pictorial Service or be filed outside the Signal 
Security Agency.

1. The Signal Corps Photographic Laboratory, ;xmy V/ar College, 
Washington 25, D. C. has been directed to make the photographic histor- 
ical record requested in the basic communication. Captain Barker, Officer- 
in-charge, Domestic Production Section, Army Pictorial Service, has been 
designated as representative of Army Pictorial Service to coordinate all 
the photographic work, and Captain Purinton of the Signal Corps Photographic 
laboratory has been designated as the officer responsible for the actual 
photograj^c work. Captain Barker reports that as the result of a 
meeting between ilr, William Friedman of the Signal Security ^anch. Captain 
Barker of the Arjuy Pictorial Service, and Captain Purinton of the Signal 
Corps Photographic Laboratory on 2 January 1945, in lir. Friedman's office, 
the following plan was decided upon: 

a. The photographic historical coverage will be divided into 

two parts: 

(1) A motion picture in l6ram Kodachrome classified not 
higher than SECRET, to show and describe the outside 
of ain buildings and areas and be an introduction to 
the entire subject, and; 

(2) A film strip will be prepared to cover all interior 
operations. The film strip appears to be more prac- 
ticable, because of the fact that still photographs could 
be made of operations without causing any appreciable 
curtailment thereof, Fxirthermore, it would require a 
cryptographic clearance of fewer Array Pictorial Service 
personnel, 

b. Every effort will be made to use photographers and a retouch 
artist from Signal Security Branch for the preparation of the film strip 
frame cards, in order to’ avoid the necessity of obtaining clearances of 
equivalent Army Pictorial Service personnel, 

c. The Army Pictorial Service will determine, immediately, 

the fewest number of personnel which must be cleared in order to photogz'aph 
and process the film strip and record and process the sound records. 

These sovuid records will be made on acetate at the Signal Corps Photographic 
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SFSHP-1 (17 Noveinber 19kh) 

Laboratory and thereby prevent this material from getting into civilian 
hands in commercial establishments. 

d« The following steps will be taken to accomplish the film 
strip and motion picture coverage: 

(1) Army Pictorial Service will obtain cryptographic 
clearance forms, have them filled out by the per- 
sonnel who handle the film strip processing, and 
have them delivered to i!r. Friedman, who wp.1 in- 
sure as prompt clearance as possible. 

(2) i.ir. Friedman and Captain Purinton will outline in 
detail the proposed coverage required for the film 
strip and motion picture. Captain Purinton will 
arrange to evaluate the excellence of the photo- 
graphic personnel at the Signal Security Branch, 
and Tivill arrange to have the retouch artist trained 
at the Signal Corps photographic Laboratory, 

LIr. Friedman and Captain Pia:*inton will arrange to 
make the necessary still photography and will write 
and record the narration to accompany same. 

(3) As soon as it is determined what material will be 
incorporated in the motion picture film, 10?, 

Friedman will contact Captain Barker who will ar- 
range to have a writer sent to Hr. Friedman's 
office to prepare the scenario for this motion 
picture. Actual photography on the motion picture 
will be delayed until spring in order to obtain 
the best possible pictures of the exterior' of the 
installations. Both still and motion picture 
photography will be under the direction of Captain 
Pvirinton of the Signal Corps Photographic Laboratory. 

2, The /may Pictorial Service will cooperate in every way with the 
Signal Security Branch in the preparation of this historical record, and 
any changes from the plan outlined above may be niade directly with Captain 
Barker and Captain I’urinton. 

3, Jliscellaneous Film Strip Project number llisc, B-/+3-5 is assigned 
to cover the film strip work, and Project 3809 is assigned to cover the 
motion picture.
